AUTO FATALITIES OF YEAR. 84

Mrs. Elizabeth Burgess of La Grange was 
killed and her son-in-law, Merton F. Hill of 
the same village, was dangerously injured 
yesterday morning when an automobile in 
which they were riding was wrecked by 
freight train No. 30 on the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy railroad near Brookfield, III. 

They were én the road to Riverside, where 
they intended taking part in a special service 
of the Riverside Episcopal church. The ac- 
cident happened at 5:40 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. At sunrise—5:52 o’clock—they had 
Planned to greet the rising Easter sun on the 
lawn in front of the church with other mem- 
bers of the congregation. 

They left La Grange at 5:30 o'clowk. Mrs. 
Burgess sat in the back seat of the tonneau. 
The road they tranversed ran along the south 
side of the Burlington tracks. 

Two and a half miles east of La Grange 
the road crosses to the north of the track. 
There was a fast freight train going in the 
same direction. The automobile had a slight 
start on tke train, and, according to the 
statement of trainmen, Hill tried to keep this 
advantage. 


Auto and Train in Race. 

The result was a race between the automo- 
bile and the train. The auto got tothe cross- 
ing first. Hill apparently realized that it he 
‘allowed the train to cross ahead of him he 
would be hopelessly out of the race for the 
remainder of the distance to Riverside. 

He believed he could make the crossing. 
The automobile shot up the rise in the road 
like @ flash and then something appeared to 
go wrong with the machine. It stopped dead 
still in the middle of the track in front of the 


‘approaching train. Hill pulled frantically at 


the throtte and as suddeny as it stopped the 
car shot ahead, but it was the merest frac- 
tion of a second too late. 

The locomotive of the train caught it a little 
back of the center and crushed it into a mass 
of spinters and tangled metal. The wreck- 
age wes thrown forward and to the north of 
the engine with Hill underneath. 

Mrs. Burgess was hurled eighty feet from 
the crossing, landing on a ewitch track. She 
was dead when the engineer stopped his train 
and went to her side. Hill was able to 
get up and walk when the tangled iron had 
been removed from his body, but later it 
was discovered that he was suffering from 
severe internal injuries besides a broken rib. 


Rush Injured Man Home in Engine. 

The injured man was placed on a locomo- 
tive and hurried to La Grange. An under- 
taker from La Grange removed the body of 
Mrs. Burgess. An examination of the body 
showed that the neck was broken, the left 
collarbone and shoulder blade fractured, the 
left hip dislocated, and the left leg broken be- 
low the knee. 

There are several versions of the story of 
the accident, but a number of persons 
vouched for the race. Fred Andrews, an eye 
witness of the accident, and Frank Jargick, 
who lives near the crossing, both said that 
the freight train was going at full speed and 
that Hill tried to cross in front of it. 

According to William Burgess, Hill said 
when he was conscious that the train was 
standing on the track. He said that he 
thought that it was safe to cross. Mrs. Bur- 
gess called to him that it was all right, to 
go ahead. 

Mr. Hill runs the largest grocery store in 
the suburb. Mrs, Burgess was the widow of 
C. E. Burgess, a former newspaper man of 
Chicago. She was 62 years old, but was in 
the habit of attending church at Riverside 
every Sunday. 

It was not until hours after the rising sun 
service had been held that the pastor heard 
of the tragic death of one of the members of 
his congregation. Mrs. Hill remained at her 
residence, 25 Sixth avenue, La Grange, to 
take care of her children, 


Auto Collides with Street Car. 

Miss H. Hanan, 7862 Bond avenue, suffered 
injuries and her uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mrs, 
G. Goldblot, 7862 Bond avenue, were shaken 
up when Mr. Goldblot’s automobile in which 
they were riding collided with a west bound 
Fifty-fifth street car at Fifty-fifth street and 
Drexel avenue. 

H. J. Bruening, 228 East Sixteenth street, 
a chauffeur employed by the W. W. Shaw 
Automobile company, was arrested in 
Evanston, charged with violating the speed 
law. He demanded an immediate trial, but 
Justice Boyer refused to hold court on Sun- 
day, and he was released on a cash bond of 
$17. 


Run Down as He Steps Off Car. 

Martin Yacoal, 21 years old, 2110 Canalport 
avenue, was struck and seriously injured by 
an automobile when he alighted from a West 
Eighteenth street car at Canalport avenue 
and attempted to cross the street. 

The auto was going in the opposite direc- 
tion. At the county hospital, where he was 
removed, it was found his skull was frac- 
tured at the base of the brain. Michael Ko- 
towski, 2205 State street, driver of the ma- 
chine, was arrested.

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GUN BURSTS ON U. S. CRUISER 


Eight Men Reported Victims of 
Accident on Charleston. 


TARGET PRACTICE SCENE. 


Vessel Now Steaming to Manila to 
Relieve Sufferers. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

MANILA, P. I., March 28.—An unofficial re- 
port has been received here that a great gun 
aboard the United States protected cruiser 
Charleston exploded While the crew wag en- 
gaged at target practice near Olongapo. It is 
said that eight men were killed or wounded in 
the accident. 

The cruiser now is on its way to Manila, 
supposedly for the purpose of bringing the 
victims of the disaster to the marine hospital 
here. No details of the accident have been 
reported to the officials here, so far as can be 
learned, and it is expected that none will be 
given out until the vessel comes to port. 

The Charleston is the flagship of Rear Ad- 
miral John Hubbard, commander in chief of 
the Asiatic fleet. -The commanding officer of 
the vessel is Commander John H. Gibbons. 


WASHINGTON HEARS NOTHING. 

Washington, D. C., March 27.—[ Special. 
Admiral Nichelson, chief of the bureau of 
navigation, has heard nothing up to this 
time concerning the reported disaster aboard 
the cruiser Charleston in the Philippine 
waters. Other navy sources also declare 
no information has been received. 


Rear Admiral N. E Mason, chief of ord- 


nance, believes if the report is confirmed 
that it will be found the damage was done in 
one of the six-inch turrets. Steps have been 
taken by the department to learn the extent 
of the accident. 

The Charleston, which was launched in 
1904, succeeded to the name of the cruiser 
Charleston which was a part of Dewey/s 
squadron in the battle of Manila bay and 
later, on Nov. 2, 1899, was wrecked on an 
uncharted reef off the coast of Luson, in the 
Philippines. 

The Charleston is one of the finest vessels 
of its class in the world. It is an improve- 
ment on the cruiser Olympia, Admiral 
Dewey’s flagship in the battle of Manila, and 
embodies. features which are new to cruisers 
of its class. 

The principal dimensions, armament, and 
protection of the vessel are: Length on load 
water line, 424 feet; breadth (extreme), 66 
feet; trial displacement, 9,700 tons; mean

Murdoch Campbell’s Office 
Methods Will Be Investi- 
gated by Commission. 


WHAT BECOMES OF MONEY 


Report on City Purchasing Agent 
to Be Presented to Coun- 
eil Tonight. 


* 


Murdoch Campbell, commissioner of build- 
ings, is to have a little visitor in his office— 
the Merriam commission. 

Mr. Campbell last year spent $112,585 in his 
department—to a considerable extent in 
making inspections of theaters, hotels, office 
buildings, factories, and fire escapes. This 
year the city council voted him $112,671. 

Ald. Merriam, in his search to find where 
the city’s money goes, wil! inquire into what 
Mr. Campbell does with the money, what re- 
sults he gets. His commission will attempt 
also to find out this: 

Does ‘an inspector inspect? 

Among other matters the commission will 
try to discover what Mr. Campbell knows 
about the affairs of his office. He will be 
asked to appear before the commission, sans 
Secretary Slattéry, and answer questions 
which Walter L. Fisher, attorney for the 
commission, will put to him—on information 
dug up by investigators. 

To Seek Light on Methods. 

Substantially, the commission will seek also 
to ascertain: 

What check Mr. Campbell has to show that 
orders of inspectors to correct faults in build- 
ings are carried out. 

What check he has to show that inspectors 
actually inspect buildings designated by him. 

What records are in his office to show that 
fire escapes are inspected, and how often. 

What he knows about the present sea 
code. 

How often theaters are inspected. 

In this year’s.appropriation $50,364 is al- 
lotted for the salaries of thirty-six building 
inspectors and $13,990 is allowed for salaries 
of elevator inspectors. There is a fire eicape 
inspector listed at $1,399, a structural iron 
inspector at $1,899, an elevator inspector in 
charge at $1,700, and three building inspec- 
tors in charge at $1,800. . 

Mr. Campbell estimated that his cepart- 
ment should have $1,481 for general sup- 
plies.”” The council allowed him 3800. He 
estimated that he needed $500 for the pur- 
chase of furniture and fittings. He got $100. 
For printing and stationery " Mr. Camp- 
bell asked for $1,500 and got $1,000. He 
wanted an extra architectural engineer at 
$2,400 and an extra examiner of plans, but 
did not get them. 

Other Work of Commission. 

Before the Merriam commission pays its 


call to the department of buildings it will 


conclude some work on the fire department 
and the bridewell. 

Ald. Merriam will submit to the city coun- 
cil tonight the commission’s report on the 
conduct of the. business agent's office by 
William A. Coleman. He refused to reveal 
the contents of the report, but it is said 
the commission puts Mr. Coleman on the 
grill. |

date. : 

The commission will hold an open hearing 
this afternoon on the subject of the police 
pension fund.

on the fire escape of the room he and his 
sweetheart had fied from a few hours earlier. 


Doctor Sure Girl Was Burned Alive. 

Dr. O'Hanlon, after making the post mor- 
ten examination on Ruth Wheeler’s body 
today, said he had sent portfons of the body 
to Prof. John H. Larkin of Columbia uni- 
versity for microscopical examination, and 

Nowhere in the body was there any clot- 
ted blood. What does that signify? I am 
not entering into a speculation; I am telling 
you what I found. Thelungs were uniformly 
congested throughout. There was a mark 
on the'right side of the neck, evidently made 
by a rope. Over the right nostril and cover- 
ing the upper part of the face I found the re- 
mains of a piece of cioth, evidently linen. 

» determined the girl died from asphyxi- 
This I de- 
termined from the 8 of the lungs, 
the presence of the rope, and the indenta- 
tion on the neck. I believe the girl, while 
still alive but unconscious, was put into 
the fireplace and incinerated.” 

Wolter was taken to the Yorkville court 
this morning, where the charge of abduction 
was withdrawn and Magistrate Breen. re- 
manded him to the custody of the coroner on 
a charge Of murder without bail. The pris- 
oner was taken to the coroner's office, where 
Capt. Carey of the homicide bureau spent an- 
other hour or two questioning him. No bet- 
ter success, the captain said, attended this 
sweating than had been met. with the night 
before.

Wolter’s Girl Is Arrested. ;

Congress Surmises That He 
Purposes to Let Reforms 
Wait Awhile, 


CLERKS ARE UNDER FIRE. 


May Be Reduced in Number 
and Salary. 


Ter A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special.]— 
President Taft's program for reducing the 
law's delay has not yet made its appearance 
in congress. It ig surmised on Capitol hill 
that he purposes to allow this matter to rest 
until the next session. His legislative pro- 
gram already is well crowded for the present 


session. 

Nevertheless the joint committee on the 
revision of the laws has decided on one im- 
portant change in the operation of federal 
courts, providing congress can de induced 
to adopt it. This is practically to merge the 
district and circuit courts. 

Such a provision ise contained in the new 
judicial code, which it is purposed that this 
congress shall pass. 

This change is in the direction of economy 
and of reducing in some cases the cost of 
litigation. The committee on revision has 
concluded that there is no real reason for a 
separate existence of the district and cir- 
cult courts. The only distinction between 
them has been arbitrary, one court handling 
certain classes of cases and the other dis- 
posing of the rest. 


Clerks Have Reaped Harvest. 

The chief benefit of this dual arrangement 
has been chiefly to the clerks, for in almost all 
instances each court has its own clerk, just 
as it has its separate docket. This has en- 
abled each court to support a clerk at a maxi- 
mum payment of $3,500. In some localities 
each clerk is allowed to receive double fees, 
which brings the maximum payment to each 
clerk up to $7,000. The change proposed in 
the new judicial code is that the combined 
court shall have only one clerk, and that no 
double fees shall be charged. 

The maximum payment for évery clerk is 
fixed at $3,500. Soin cases where two clerks 
used to get an aggregate of $14,000 per year, 
as actually has been the case in a few in- 
stances, the cost will be cut by $10,500. Liti- 
gants likewise will be saved from & heavy 
burden of double fees. 

The members of congress have only a vague 
idea of what President Taft wants done in 
cutting down the law's delays and in making 
litigation cheaper.» One thing which is pro- 
posed is that the amount of testimony taken 
in equity cases be cut down. 


Borah Thinks He Has Answer. 

But congress is not unanimous about the 
practicability of what the president may 
have in mind. Senator Borah thinks the 
trouble es elsewhere than in litigation be- 
tween private parties. He considers that 
he struck at the root of the difficulty when 
he introduced a bill in congress April 15, 1909. 

This measure provided for a reasonably 
speedy trial of persons under indictment in 
a federal court. It declared that a court 
miust dismiss a defendant whenever the de- 
fendant, whose trial had not been postponed 
upon his application, was not brought td 
trial at the second term of the court in 
which the indictment was returnable, And 
it further provided that when the defendant 
objected to a postponement or demanded

BLOW DEALT TO “SLUSH” FUND 
IN NEW POSTAL REGULATIONS. 


Sections of Criminal 45 Making It 
Crime to “Hold Up” United States 


Employes Part of Rules. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special. }— 
The postoffice department has issued as a 
part of the new posta! rules and regulations 
sections of the ertminab code of the United 
States, which will serve as a fresh warning 
to any government employés or congres- 
sional candidates who may be tempted to 
„ pernicious political activity in the coming 
congressional campaigns. 

Portions of the criminal) code which make 
it a crime to solicit funds from government 
employés are contained in the revision of the 
code adopted a year ago and are now being 
given wide publicity by Postmaster General 
Hitchcock. 

They provide specifically that no member 
of congress or public officer or employé of 
the United States in any of the branches of 
the government shal) solicit or receive any 
assessment or contributions for poltical pur- 
poses from any official or clerk in the govern- 
ment service, or from any person receiving 
a salary or compensation from the United 
States. 

The penalty for violation of the statute is 
a fine of not more than $5,000 or imprison- 
ment for not more than three years. 

There have been no recent complaints of 
the holding up of federal employés for cam- 
paign funds, but the issuance of the new 
postal regulations at this time, with the pro- 
hibition against “ slush funds displayed as 
the most prominent feature, is regarded as 
a timely warning for the approaching con- 


gressional campaign.

to get rest and freedom from publicity. 
That she suffered great mental agony, bor- 
dering upon collapse, during and after the 
divorce hearing, when she came here from

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Off to Sunny Italy 
to Study Emigration.

IUME, Hungary, Jan. 6.—I am bound for 
Rome. Rome is not in Slav territory, 
but the starting point for an investiga- 
tion.“into the nature and causes of the 
enormous Italian emigration to the Unit- 

ed States. I am not abandoning the Slevs, for 
I have not even completed my work in the 
southern group. There still remain to be in- 
vestigated the Croatiars and Slovenes and the 
whole northern group, comprising the Slovaks, 
Ruthenians, Czechs/ Poles, and Russians. 

I have decided that a change may be as pleas- 
ing to you as I think it will be advantageous 
for me. I feel reasonably certain that in the 
two remaining groups of southern Slavs I shal! 
encounter conditions in the main similar to 
those I have found in the groups already 
studied. You may be as tired of reading of 
long rows of neatly made, whitewashed houses, 
with three rooms, earth floor, and hand painted 
furniture, lining broad, deep, muddy streets 
and inhabited by a healthy, robust, picturesque- 
ly clad peasants, who go to America not be- 
cause they do not love their native land but 
because they need money, as I am of describing 
them. The time seems good for a change. 
I shall come back to them when the mud is 
not so deep and the days are longer and when 
the peasants have withdrawn from the winter 


biberna‘*ion. 


Days Short in Hungary. 

The change itself is, I believe, not only a 
good one, but the short days and the prevail- 
ing fogs and heavy snows and the almost im- 
passable roads defeat my purpose. When the 
hours of daylight are few and it requires an 
hour to travel a mile, and when for some of 


to hire a conveyance and even less possibl 
go by foot, I can neither do the things I 
to do nor see the things I want to see. 

There is not only nothing doing in these 
peasant villages in winter, except at rare inter- 
vals a dance or knitting or husking bee, but it 
is not comfortable and well-nigh impossible 
to move faster than at a snail's pace. 

Peasant talk does not flow freely even in 
| winter. It might, under the excitement of 
wine, but I do not consider myself justified in 
getting the peasant intoxicated in order to get 
him to talk. Furthermore, the peasant does 
not look well inside a house; he is only at home 
out in the open, in the fields or in his garden. 
Three consecutive days of fog so thick that it 
was well-nigh impossible to see across a vil- 
lage street—and this probably was preferable 
to the snows which generally prevail and which 
often are so thick ae to make railway traffic 
}impossible—gave the final reason for my de- 
cision to change bezos.

solution of the immigration problem must de- 
pend, to a large extent at any rate, upon the 
answer we may give to a more fundamental 
question—namely: the direction in which we 
believe it will be for the best interests of the 
United States to develop. These two questions 
—the problem of immigration and the problem 
of the future development of American culture 
—are not only intimately bound up as to the 
future but they have been closely associated in 
the past—so closely that a brief review of 
the conditions which have brought about the 
present status in the United States seems both 
justified and demanded. 


_ United States Needs Foresight. 


To anticipate one of the conclusions of such 
a view, if the mass of data furnished us by 
the historians of the United States contains 
any one great truth of value for us today it 
is this: Foresight and a more far reaching 
policy woul@ have saved us from every ghost 
which haunts us and from every disease which 
imperils. Thus, to cite only a few examples to 
explain what I mean, foresight would have 
saved us the negro problem, the blackest which 
confronts us; prevented the civil, war, the.cost- 
liest one we ever fought; ziven us possession of 
all America north of the Rio Grande, which 
would at once and forever have settled our 
destiny; have preserved for the American peo- 
ple uftold treasures of forests, iron, gold, and 
oil, which would have insured our prosperity 
for untold ages. 

The United States today is the most demo- 
cratic, the most enlightened, cleanest, most 
moral, and the most liberal nation in the world; 
among its citizenship is to be found the high- 
est average of intelligence, and, on the whole, 
it is the freest and the most fortunate nation 
on egrth. I ‘conceive all this to be so credible 
as not to require proof or argument. 

. en we ask why this is so our self-esteem 
vanity suffer, for much of the worth of our 
resent position must be ascribed to chance, 
accident, luck. But we realize that it is even 
nations us with individuals—much of 
istory is due to such causes. The stub 
toe, a slip on a banana skin has figura- 
tively entered into the destiny of states as well 
as ‘of individgals. With some individuals the 
closest they ever get to the stars is when their 
heads strike the pavement. 


Experience Great Teacher. 


But the wise state, with the wise individ- 
ual, gains new insight from such painful visions 
and new confidence from the recovery from the 
slip. The United States has often failed to im- 
prove its chance to profit by accident, to gain by 
its luck. But all in all the American is justified 
in his love of and pride in his country. 1: is 
today, more than ever before, worth fighting for, 
but today, more than ever before, a knowledge 
of its composition is essential hot only that we 
may understand it but in order intelligently to 
direct its future. 

It is one thing to know American history as 
told by the historian; it is quite another thing 
to have a knowledge of the practical workings 
of our government and to apply to the develop- 
ment of our laws and institutiofis a knowledge 
of the fundamental principles of biology and 
psychology which necessarily govern the dcvel- 
opment of the race and the nation, whether in 
America or elsewhere. | 

For this purpose a knowledge of the laws of 
assimilation in blood or culture which may be 
gained from a study of conditions in Torontal 
county, Hungary, or in New Guinea is of as 
much value as if the study had been made in 
Ireland or Massachusetts. It does not follow 
that the same conditions are present or that the 
same results will follow in the United States. 
But the known laws which govern the develop- 
ment of race and culture are as applicable to 
conditions in the United States as they are in 
any other part of the world. 


Two Aspects of the Problem. 


In any consideration of the emigration prob-

It is also possible to assume two attitudes to- 
ward the development of the American race and 
of American culture. One is the attitude of 
what we believe will be best and what we con- 
sequently desire; the other, the development 
which will probably take place, provided tend- 
encies now at work are not interfered with. 

One thing is certain. The American nation 
will not stand still. It will not remain what it 
is, either in blcod or in culture. It will develop, 
it will change. Over some of these changes we 
will have little or no control, Peoples of diver- 
sified blood already exist in the United States 
and tendencies are even now at work which it 
will be well-nigh impossible to stop. The di- 
rection in which the American will develop 
physically seems fairly certain. On the other 
hand, tendencies are at work which will lead to 
development in American culture. And here 
again it will be almost impossible to change the 
direction of many of these tendencies. 


Personal Liberty May Decrease. 

More and more in the future must the indi- 
vidual American surender some of his personal 
liberty for the welfare of-the state. Only thus 
will the greatest number of people enjoy the 
greatest freedom. We can at least alter certain 
tendencies and save ourselves in the future from 
conditions which have brought about tendencies 
which today make for disturbance. The fact 
that we have been, fortunate, that we have had 
only to pick things up, as it were, should not 
lead us to forget that certain old world condi- 
tions do not prevail in the United States simply 
because the United States developed as a nation 
after the stage of their development in Europe. 

Among our blessings we may count the fact 
that up to the present time we have had an op- 
portunity to develop a homogeneous citizenship 
of a high grade. No state has ever started out 
with the same freedom from kings, church, re- 
stricted franchise, or landed aristocracy as did 
ours. We were born as a nation with advan- 
tages such as the most progressive nation in 
Europe does not yet possess. 3 


London's New Postoffice. 


London’s new postoffice .building is unique. 
In the first place, with the exception of the 
steel rods which are used to tie the concrete, 
the whole of the materials used in the struc- 
tural part come from the Thames. Ballast, 
sand, and cement are the component parts of 
the new postcffice, but this is only a detail. 

The building is of what is known as ferro- 
concrete on the Hennibique system, the inven- 
tion of a Frenchman who lives outside Paris in 
a concrete house of his own design. It is the 
strength of this system which has made the 
wonders of the new block possible, and some 
idea of the dimensions of the building can be 
gained from the fact that the site occupies 
four and one-half acres, which have been ex- 
cavated to a depth of thirty feet, and some 
127,000 cubic yards of materia! had to be moved 
before the structure could be commenced. 

Owing to the strength of the walls built of 
ferro-concrete the retaining walls, which would 
ordinarily have been no less than eight feet in 
thickness, are only eight inches, and the three 
foot exterior walls which would have had to 
be used are only six inches in thickness. The 
result of this is the enormous saving in space 
of 10,000 feet super on the basement floor and 
5,000 feet en each of the other floors. 

Another remarkable fact is that none of the 
outer walls start from the ground. The.retain- 
ing walls are built up to just below . ground 
level and there finish, so that the building 
stands in a great walled in space. The build- 
ing itself is supported on the basement floor 
on columns twenty-eight inches square, across 
the tops of which run ferro-concrete girders in 
spans of twenty-nine feet six inches, and each 
girder safely supports some 1,500 tons. The 
result of this method is that even the lowest 
floor receives daylight from tbe space between 
the retaining walls and the exterior of the 
building. Any one chan walk right under the 
structure and emerge under the supporting 
girders into the space up to the retaining 
walls. 

In the ordinary course 15,000 tons of steel 
would have been used in columns and girders, 
but only 3,000 tons of steel needles and rods

LD Prince Charles de Faucigny-Lucinge et 
Coligny, who has just been gathered to his 
fathers at the age of 87, was a great-grandson 
of King Charles X. of France. When the latter's 
son, the Duc de Berry, was murdered by Louvel 

at the Paris opera in February, 1820, he confided, just 
before he died, the two daughters born to him of his 
union with Amy Brown to his uncle, Louis XVIIL, and 
to his father, afterward Charles X. 

The king settled handsome fortunes upon the girls, 
creating Charlotte countess of Yssoudoun in her own 
right and bestowing the title of countess de Vierzon 
upon Louise. They were respectively 13 and 14 ‘years 
of age when their father was killed, and although 
the ecclesiastical marriage he had contracted during 
his exile in England with Amy Brown was not re- 
garded as valid by the French crown, owing to his 
failure to obtain the sanction thereto m his uncle, 
Louis XVIII., and from his father, t the girls were 
brought up at court as relatives of the reigning house.

Loulse, Countess Vierzon, married Baron Athanasius 
de Charette, father of Gen. Baron de Charette, who 
played so gallant a role in the war of 1870. The gen- 
eral's son, Antoine, who instead of contenting himself 
with the illustrious and historic name of de Charette 
and with the title of baron, so honorably borne by his 
father, grandfather, and great-grandfather, has foolish- 
ly and without any vestige of a right assumed the title 
of marquis,.married last November in New York Miss 
Susan Henning, daughter of James W. Henning of 
Louisville, Ky. 

Charlotte, countess of Yssoudeun, married Prince de 
Faucigny-Lucinge, and through this union became the 
mother of Prince Charles de Faucigny, who has just 
died. The house of Lucinge-Faucigny is one of the 
oldest of the nobility of Savoy, and its family tree 
shows many matrimonial alliances with the now reign- 
ing dynasty of Italy. The original name was Fuciniacl, 
which has been Gallicised into Faucigny, and the name 
of Lucinge and also that of Coligny came to the family 
through marriage. The princely title is in reality a 
Sardinian one, and it was only in 1828 that King 
Charles X., for the sake of his granddaughter, mother 
of the prince who has just died, consented to grant a 
patent, authorizing the members of the house of Fau- 
cigny-Lucinge et Coligny to use their foreign honors 
in France. 

The late prince, owing to the death three years ago 
of his eldest son in Guadaloupe, is succeeded in his 
titles and estates by his second son, Ferdinand, who 
formerly was married to the daughter of the Parisian 
banker Raphael Cahen d’Anvers, and gince her death 
has become the husband of a daughter of the Odessa 
Parisian corn broker and speculator, Michael Ephrussi, 
a granddaughter, therefore, of the late Baron Alphonse 
Rothschild of Paris.

PEACEFUL VICTORIES OF THE 
ERDMAN ACT. 

No more hopeful sign of the growing 
willingness of parties to labor disputes to 
allow the mediation of disinterested 
friends can be found than is shown by 
what has taken place already in the pres- 
ent year, but three months gone. Four 
strikes of 37,000 men and involving wage 
increases and changes in labor conditions 
have been settled satisfactorily and with- 
out loss of time to the disputants or in- 
convenience to the public. This may be 
considered one of the greatest victories 
for peace and toleration ever achieved. 

By invoking the mediation guaranteed 
by the Erdman act the parties to these 
disputes were enabled to approach each 
other until a compromise was effected on 
terms which both accepted as a satisfac- 
tory working basis, at least for the pres- 
ent. Under this act the offices of Com- 
missioners Neill and Knapp were sought

By this means four dis- 
astrous strikes were averted and the dis- 
puted differences of men and employers 
were wiped out. 

In the case of the Chicago switchmen 
belonging to the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen the point of difference was the 
demand of an advance of 5 cents an hour 
in wages for 2,500 men. The latter 
finally took the case from the commission- 
ers and submitted it to the state board 27f 
arbitration, which allowed them an ad- 
vance of 2 cents. The switchmen of the 
Switchmen’s Union of North America 
were ‘wiser, for they left it to the arbi- 
tration of the commissioners, who gave 
them 3 cents an hour advance. The fire- 
men on the western roads, 27,000 strong, 
were about to strike, which would have 
tied up many thousand miles of track and 
paralyzed traffic. This, too, was satisfac- 
torily adjusted and the men received an 
advance of 12% per cent. The [Illinois 
Central telegraphers were denied an in- 
crease in wages, but secured an improve- 
ment in working conditions, which is con- 
sidered an equivalent. In the east, too, 
the Baltimore and Ohio strike was avert- 
ed by a wage increase of 7 per cent. 

Any measure which can successfully 
prevent strikes, with their incidental vio- 
‘lence, bad’ feeling, and lowering of the

‘EXPERT AT ETNA 


IN FEAR OF QUAKE) 


Thinks Obstructions Stopped 
Tava Flow and Big Shock 
May Result. 


Rumblings in Interior Increase; 
‘Five New Fissures in Mount 
Vesuvius. 


CATANIA, March 27.—While the quantity 
of lava from the craters of Mount Etna con- 
tinues to decrease, the internal activity of the 
volcano was stronger today than yesterday. 

Frank A. Perret, the American volcanolo- 
gist, believes the decrease in the flow of lava 
is due to obstructions in the new craters 
which prevent it flowing freely, and that 
later—in a few days or perhaps in a week— 
the molten mass either will force a passage 
or an earthquake will result. 


_ Terrific Interior Explosions. 

Mr. Perret today went to the Alpine club 
refuge, situated near the craters, and tele- 
graphed down as follows: 

The activity of Etna today is stronger 
but the lava is slower. Terrific explosions 
in the interior of the mountain continue.” 


New Fissures in Vesuvius. 


A dispatch from Naples says five large new 
fissures have opened near the central cratér 
of Mount Vesuvius, but the volcano shows 
no great activity.

OPINION OF ALD. PRINGLE. 


| Differs from Others. 


The application of the Madison Light corn 
pany for a franchise to sell electric current 
in the district bounded by Madison, Ran- 
dolph, Dearborn, and Clinton streets for a 
period of twenty years has been passed over 
by the city council committee on gaa, oil, 
‘and electric ‘light for consideration by the 
committee as it will be constituted after the 
April election of aldermen. 

It was the mish of the light company to 
have its franchise passed by the present city 
council, it being stated that plans of the W. R. 
Hearst newspaper building at Madison street 
and the river were waiting upon the grant- 
ing of the franchise. The light company is 
said to be a Hearst enterprise, and it hes 
been stated that under the desired electric 
franchise an electric power plant would be 
established in the new Hearst building. 


Objections Lead to Delay. 


After objection had been made by repre- 
sentatives of the -Commonweakh-Edison 
company and the City club that the general 
public had not had sufficient opportunity to 
study the provisions of the franchise ordi- 
nance the committee decided not to act on the 
matter. 

In disc::ssing the proposed franchise Ald. 
Pringle, chairman of the committee on gas, 
oil, and electric light, said: 

So far as I have been informed, the fran- 
chise ordinance has been drawn carefully 
and does not differ materially from similar 
ordinances that have been passed by the 
council, excepting. that it does not con- 
tain the provision that the franchise may be 
revoked at the will of the city. 


Concern of the Public. 


Those opposed” to the granting of the 
franchise have urged that the electric light- 
ing business is a natural monopoly thet 
should not be disturbed by the creation of 
numerous small companies. In my opinion, 
the questions of most concern to the people 
are those of duplication of plants and the 
disturbance. of the public streets.“

Local Experts Find Growing 
Wheat Conditions Are Poor. 


GENERAL RAINS NEEDED.

In explaining the 
attitude of the outsider, the possibility of 
receiving a lot of high priced wheat from 
the bull leaders on any material bulge, as well 
as the probability that general rains soon 
would allay much of the anxiety in regard to 
the crop, was supposed to have affected the 
market position of the public. 
Reports have been unanimous that serious 
damage has been done to the crop not only 


drought following the extremely low tem- 
peratures of winter, which weakened the 
vitality of theplant. Late reports to the lead- 
ing trade journals as well as from the ex- 
perts now in the field indicate that the dam- 
age in some sections is now past remedy by 
rains. In Kansas the situation is the most 
serious, but also in Missouri, southern Ne- 
braska, Illinois, and Indiana the complaints 
have been numerous. Sumeof the experts in 
the field have been less sensational in their 
reports than others, but all agree there has 
been no little injury to the plant and that it 
will take uniformly favorable conditions 
from now on to make a fair crop. 


Drought Increases Injury. 

High winds, drought, and dust storms have 
complicated matters in Kansas. With wheat 
in a weakened state as the result of an un- 
usually rigorous winter, conditions have been 
far from favorable since the snow went off. 
There have now been three or four weeks of 
growing weather, and while in the belt east 
of the Mississippi there has been little com- 
plaint, in Kansas and Missouri and Nebras- 
ka it is feared there will be an unusually 
large abandoned acreage. The much larger 
acreage this year thag in 1909 causes some 
traders to believe that while the prospect of 
a bumper crop has gone, there is still a good 
chance of a fair average crop, and a fair 
probability that the yield of winter wheat 
‘will equal that of a year ago, when the 
bushels are counted next July. The traders 
as a rule have short memories, but they re- 
member full well the sensational reports cur- 
rent last spring and are inclined to wait and 
see what the effect of genera! rains will have 
on the plant. 


Cash Demand More Active. 


In regard to the cash situation, there have 
been few new developments. In outside mar- 
kets there has been a slight tendency for 
premiums to harden and at Minneapolis 
prices relatively are higher. In the local 
market there is an extremely irregular de- 
mand. Millers are waiting for flour sales to 
pick up before buying freely, but in some in- 
stances are asking for prompt shipment on 
their orders. It is not believed that supplies 
in millers’ hands are burdensome and it is 
certain the stocks in store at distributing 
points are not heavy, so that any improve- 
ment in the situation would w for sharply 
higher premiums. Country offerings have 
fallen off a little bit and primary receipts are 
smaller, but they are still large enough to 
preclude any idea of scarcity. Northwest 
stocks again showed a fair inorease for the 


week. : 
Prices Are on High Basis. 


Taking a wide view of the wheat situation 
it would appear that prices are at a com- 
paratively high basis for a bull campaign 
to be successful without enormous damage to 
the growing crop. If the cereal is on a 
domestic basis and we do not need any export 
demand, then the bulls are safe in buying, 
but it is yet to be demonstrated that we 
do not need the aid of foreign buyers in 
disposing of our surplus. With an increase 
of about 5,000,000 acres in the winter wheat 
area it will require heavy damage approach- 
ing a calamity in some sections to offset 
this. Even the leading bulls admit that old 
wheat stocks will be ample, and as prices 
for the new crop months are above an 
export basis it remains to be seen whether 
the foreign buyer can be ignored successfully 
for another twelve months. 


Corn Market Is Oversold. 

From the low point corn prices had a sharp 
rally and closed with substantial gains for the 
week. Liquidation has been heavy and short 
sellers overstaid their market to a certain 
extent. Large shorts covered freely, and 
their buying was influential in firming prices, 
while the strength in wheat also contributed 
to the firmness. Trade was fairly large at 
times. Cash prices followed the futures and 
rallied a little bit, but there was not much 
improvement in the domestic demand. Buy- 


the imposing stocks at distributing centers, 
but it is likely that the large primary accu- 
mulations have been largely at the expense 
of the usual distribution, which may result in 
a sharp demand later on. Thus far there 
have been no signs of it. A little export busi- 
ness has been done, but foreigners are now 
waiting as a rule for the Argentine corn, 
which promises well. Farmers are not sell- 
ing freely, and the stress of spring work will 
probably keep the movement small for some 


time. 
Ideal Conditions for Oats. 

Ideal conditions have prevailed for the seed- 
ing of oats, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the area will compare favorably 
with that of last year. There will be a con- 
siderable acreage of abandoned wheat fields 
that will go into this cereal, in addition to the 
regular allotment, and the open spring has 
facilitated seeding to an extent not known 
in several years. Farm stocks of oats are 
large, but the oats is not being offered freely, 
and the movement to market is only fairly 
liberal in view of the supposedly large sup- 
plies. The eastern shipping demand has 
been moderate and there has not been an ur- 
gent cash demand here, although the offer- 
ings have been fairly well taken care of. 
Futures have followed corn largely and 
closed the week with moderate gains. At 
times there has been evidence of accumula- 
tion on the weak spots, but there has also 
been considerable scattered liquidation. 

Pork and ribs closed higher for the week, 
put there was a moderate reduction in the 
values of lard. Conditions showed no essen- 
tial change for the week. The outlook is for

Mrs. C. H. Sergel Leaves Today 
to See How Other Nations 
Have Abated Nuisance. 


OPPOSES NEW ENGINES. 


Mrs. J. B. Sherwood, Co-worker 
in Cause, Thinks Late Inven- 
tion Will Be Accepted. 


With no words of encouragement for the 
Boylair or any other kind of ‘‘ smokeless ”’ 
engine, Mrs. Charles H. Sergel, president of 
the Chicago Anti-Smoke league, will leave 
today for an extended tour of Europe. While 
abroad she will study the smoke question. 

Mrs. Sergel announced that as soon as she 
returned she would call a massmeeting of 
the women of the south side unless satis- 
factory progress” has been made by the 
committee from the city council investigat- 
ing electrification. : 

Mrs. Sergel termed the attempts to do away 
‘with “thick black smoke by means of 
smokeless engines only a subterfuge and an 
entirely inadequate solution of the smoke 
problem. Nothing short of electrification 
will do, she said. 


Urges Electrification. 

New York secured electrification and we 
ought to do as well. That is the only way to 
get rid of smoke and noise,” said Mrs. Sergel. 
“If we encourage the roads to adopt their 
smokeless engines, they will put them into 
operation, and that would mean the death of 
the electrification hopes.“ 

Mrs. John B. Sherwood, chairman of the 
anti-smoke committee of the Chicago Wom- 
an's club and a co-worker with Mrs. Serget 
in the smoke battle, assumed a different at- 
titude toward the new engine. She thinks 
its adoption would prove a big step toward 
eliminating the smoke problem. 

“ Electrification is a big question and will 
take a long time to come,” said Mrs. Sher- 
wood. Anything we can have right away 
to alleviate conditions will be acceptable.” 


Commends Inspectors.. 

Mrs. Sherwood announced that she had 
sent @ letter to Chief City Smoke Inspector 
Paul P. Bird, commending him and his. force 
on the results they had achieved within the 
last week. She mentioned with most pleas- 
ure that the Metropolitan Elevated com- 
pany’s power house has ceased to smoke. 
The railroads now, she said, are the only 
heavy offenders of the law inthis direction.
